Coke Companies Are Always Prompt 


in Coming .Forward 
With 
Their 


Share of Work and The Cost Part 


of Their Tax. 


Thomas Smith, one of the supervis- 


ors of German township, was a uas- 
iness caller at the court liouse _Satur- 
day afternoon. He says the- roads of 
the township are now in as good a 
condition as could ib» expected at this 
season of the year. The tax levy was 
fixed at three, mills, -which is one mill 
les^ than In ]903, but it is thought that 
this 
be amply sufficient, as" it 


will mean at least ?15,000 under the 
present assessment, which is consider- 
ably higher than heretofore. 
Around 


the public 'ivorta some of the roads 
have been, ashed and these will need 
but little attention, for some time to 
come. 
On account of the numerous 


•works In the township jt is thought 
that in a Tery few years nearly all 
the leading highways will be ashed 
and that the -best roads in the county 
will be found in this township. 


Mr. Smith, as " well as the other 


supervisors, has much trouble in get- 
ting people to .work outjheir tax and 
last year. wa= obliged to pay $1.60 a 
day, which is 10 cents more than U 
usually allowed. Although the -law pro- 
Tides that a certain per cent, of the 
tax must be worked out, the people 
are prone to offer all sorts '01 excuses 
and .put off this duty as Jong as pos- 
sible. No difficulty is experienced -with 
the -coke -companies. 
The supervisors 


claim that all they have to do Is -to 
notify the companies that they wan<- 
so -many ir.eii to put on the roads and 
they arc furnished. The cost part o£ 
the tax U forthcoming whenever de- 
mand is made for it and this is used 
in .buying material for bridges, repairs 
of all kinds or for any other purpose 
for which it may be needed. 
It is 


said iTiat some of the farmers of the 
township v,-ho have grown rich through 
the dale of fh'-)ir coal complain about 
being obliged to help fix the roads, 
giving as a i eason -that the coke com- 
panies use them most and Therefore 
should see that they are kept in re- 
pair.

companies and other corporations own- 
ing property in various districts They 
think the rale -should be made uni- 
form. 
AJ a. general -thing they also 


favor selling il-e roads out in sections 
as in Dunbar and some of the other 
townships. It is claimed that in this 
way better results are obtained ifor 
the same outlay of money. 


The school >.cvy of German township 


for the coming year is likely to be 
axed at six mills. Tnis is pretty high 
and is made necessary on account of 
the many new school buildings neces- 
sary to accommodate the children 
since file coal development started a 
few- years ago.
